EDITORIAL 


IS THERE BIBLE SIGNIFICANCE IN TODAY’S 
MAP OF EUROPE? 


Our Lord rebuked the Pharisees 
and Sadducees who could discern the 
face of the sky and predict weather 
conditions but who could not “dis- 
cern the signs of the times.” (Matt. 
16:3). By this token it is our respon- 
sibility to keep ourselves posted con- 
cerning events about us that we 
might not likewise merit His rebuke. 
The student of the Bible finds today’s 
European world of considerable in- 
terest and there is good evidence that 
what one observes there has definite 
Biblical significance. 


In latter day prophetic interpreta- 
tion, it has consistently been taught 
that the antichrist is to come from 
the revived Roman Empire. Hence, 
during Mussolini’s era, prophetic 
preachers frequently asserted that 
Scripture was fulfilled, that once more 
there was a Roman Empire, and that 
Mussolini was the antichrist just 
awaiting the moment when he should 
reveal himself. Such preachers were 
much chagrined when the Roman 
Empire dissolved in ignomy, and 
“Mussolini died an inglorious death. 
Obviously someone had made a mis- 
take. 

The same Scriptures that inclined 
preachers of two and three decades 
ago to theorize concerning Rome are 
with us today. Daniel says “.. . and 
the people of the prince that shall 
come shall destroy the city and the 
sanctuary; . . . and he shall confirm 
the covenant with many for one 
week.” (Dan. 9:26,27). Since the 
“people” who destroyed Jerusalem 
were Romans, it is reasoned that the 


THE ROMAN WORLD AND THE MODERN WEST- 
ERN WORLD prove to be remarkably similar in their 
boundaries when seen in comparative maps. Yugoslavia 
is Communistic, but it is independent of Moscow. To the 
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prince, who in this passage obviously 
is antichrist, is also Roman. Further- 
more, the beast (antichrist ) of Revela- 
tion 17 is portrayed as bearing up the 
infamous woman _ (ecclesiastical 
Rome) and itself, in its manifold 
heads, being the “seven mountains” 
with which Rome is_ traditionally 
identified. The image vision of Dan- 
iel 2 represents the fourth kingdom 
as the legs, feet, and toes. That it was 
this fourth kingdom that was over- 
thrown by the Lord as a “stone... 
cut out of the mountain without 
hands,” is evidence that it is to be a 
Roman Kingdom which our Lord 
overcomes. at His glorious Second 
Coming. 

The important fact to note in to- 
day’s map of Europe is that the con- 
tinent is still divided in a manner 
strikingly similar to that of Roman 
times. Today’s division is on the basis 
of allegiance to Moscow or the re- 
jection of such allegiance. The east 
and the west are separated with what 
is commonly called the “iron cur- 
tain,” and this dividing boundary vir- 
tually coincides with the bounds of 
the Roman Empire in the early Christ- 
ian era. Who can say that the so-called 
“revived Roman Empire” is such a 
lost cause after all?

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When Easter Dawns 
In Korea

Korea has been called the “World’s 
Heartbreak.” Thousands of families 
live in squalid huts thrown together 
with flattened beer cans, straw mats, 
cardboard boxes and scrap lumber. 
Ragged mothers with babies on their 
backs stretch out mute hands in ap- 
peal. 

Yet Korea is the Christian Church’s 
most urgent challenge. Easter with its 
message of the resurrection could 
mean a dawn of hope for Korea and 
every mission field in the world — if 
the spirit of the early church could 
grip our hearts. 

The resurrection of Christ was big 
news for the first century world. One 
glimpse of the empty tomb and the 
disciples were convinced that the y 


had the greatest message ever to be. 


published. It took only the power of 
. Pentecost to equip them for the task 
and to project them upon the con- 
sciousness of a pagan empire. 

There were no limitations to the 
message. It was news .. . startling, 
sensational news! Christ Jesus, their 
Lord and Master, put to death by 
cruel men, was alive again! They had 
proof, living, vital proof. They had 
seen Him. That was the kind of news 
that should have made every headline 
in the empire. There must be no 
frontier, no outpost where that news 
could not reach. The field was the 
world, no language, no color, no 
creed, no pagan government, no 
idolatrous_ religion, no prejudiced 
“chosen people” presented a formid- 
able barrier to the proclamation of 
the good news. It must be to all the 
world or none of the world. Hence, 
“these that were scattered abroad 
went everywhere preaching the gos- 
pel.” IT WAS NEWS UNLIMITED! 
BLANKET COVERAGE!! 

Above all, it was a declaration of 
Hope. Since the dim past men had 
grappled with the vexing problem 
propounded by Job: “If a man die 
will he live again?” The Sadducees 
said “No!” The Pharisees said “Yes!” 
The Herodians didn’t care. The fables 
of the Romans and the philosophies 
of the Greek left men with only hol- 
low, ghostly shadows, no substance, 
no assurance, no real hope. Yet hu- 
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man nature was desperately concern- 
ed about life after death. If man lives 
again in another world how could he 
prepare for it? If man doesn't live 
again, then eat, drink and be merry, 
and die like a dog!

Small wonder then that the dis- 
ciples ran from the “press room” (the 
upper room) with the latest edition 
of The Good News. They had made 
a startling discovery. They had found 
the answer. They not only knew that 
man would live again, in a new resur- 
rection, but they could tell “how” he 
would live. The formula for prepara- 
tion was simple. “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, (as a resurrected, living 
Savior,) and thou shalt be saved.” 
They had heard Him say: “Fear not, 
I am the First and the Last, I am he 
that liveth and was dead and behold 
I am alive forevermore, and have the 
keys of Hell and Death.” . . . “because 
I live ye shall live also.” 

But the most exciting part of the 
story is what that news did to the 
men who proclaimed it. Pentecost 


had unloosed their tongues, it had 
put a keen edge on their faith. A 
world that had crucified their Master 
was not prepared to receive the re- 
port that He had come to life again. 
Their message released an avalanche 
of hatred and indignation. Riots 
raged, church councils were called, 
prison doors opened and were locked 
behind them. Beatings, stonings, mid- 
night escapes, secret prayer meetings, 
then preaching in the Temple courts 
until carried before the Sanhedrin, 
martyrdoms, imprisonments, exile: all 
this greeted those first century re- 
porters of the Good News. 

Did they grow discouraged, begin 
to moderate their message? Did they 
call a meeting to discuss the problem 
of how to win public esteem for their 
cause? No! The message had done 
something to them personally. Within 
their hearts a fire burned and nothing 
could quench it. Men who _ had 
cravenly absented themselves when 
their Master had been arrested, no w 
gladly accept arrest. Disciples who 
had met behind closed doors, “for 
fear of .. . ” now fearlessly declared 
themselves His followers. Who mind- 
ed dying for Christ if it meant being 
ushered instantly into His presence 
with fulness of joy? They gladly ac- 
cepted death that they might have a 
better resurrection. It made them in- 
vincible. 

An appraisal of the spirit and power 
of the first century Church should 
challenge every thinking Christian. 
We have much in common with them. 
Our message is still the same. The 
Good News is still best seller material; 
it still has headline possibilities. The 
power of a Pentecostal experience is 
still unchanged. The heart of man 
cries out for assurance while he stops 
his ears to the message. On the other 
hand there are some differences. Ra- 
dio, the printing press, transportation 
facilities, — these and other tools have 
equipped the 20th century church to 
do the job more quickly. A vast army 
of God-fearing people around the 
world call themselves followers of 
Christ. Yet with all this, we lack some- 
thing vital and propulsive. It is the 
spirit of the early church . . . its will- 
ingness to sacrifice and suffer: that 
we have lost today. We do token giv- 
ing and token praying and token go- 
ing, yet we have not caught that total, 
all-out fervor that made them so in- 
vincible. 

A letter from our Assembly of God 
Chaplain in Korea, Jack Carmichael, 
places the foregoing fact squarely be- 
fore us. I quote as follows: 

“No doubt you have read in the 
stateside newspapers of the terrific 
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program that has been inaugurated 
in Korea under the heading, Armed 
Forces Aid to Korea. This program is 
giving away millions of dollars to help 
establish schools, churches, orphan- 
ages and other such organizations 
throughout the whole of South Korea. 
Under this program the Government 
of the United States will furnish all 
the building materials’ necessary to 
erect any building or buildings that 
will meet their engineering specifica- 
tions. They require only that each 
organization furnish the labor neces- 
sary to erect the building. 


“We of the Assemblies of God are 
a young mission church in Korea, and 
we desperately need to take advant- 
age of this program. It could make 
our efforts over here hundred-fold 
more effective if we were awake to 
the opportunities that are ours 
through this AFAK program. (This 
is not the exaggeration of an enthus- 
iast.) All that we would need is to 
invest a few thousand dollars and we 
would be able to have an effective 
mission here with a solid national 
work. Should we miss this opportun- 
ity it will take us twenty years of 
great sacrifice to do a like piece of 
work and I’m personally convinced 
that it will put us so far behind that 
we will always be a feeble, tottering 
- church when we could be the answer 
to the Korean people’s need. The mas- 
sage we offer could make the faith 
of these folk vibrant. They have 
enough of the formal Christianity. 
What they need is to hear the mes- 
sage of what the Spirit of God can do 
to make the whole of life have mean- 
ing. 

“T have just returned from a visit 
in Seoul where I talked with Art 
Chesnut, our Assemblies of God mis- 
sionary in Korea, concerning the op- 
portunities which are ours if we but 
have the vision to grasp them. Here 
are the opportunities that he report- 
ed: 


1. Pusan — People are worshipping 
in a tent, about two hundred in Sun- 
day School. Not a chance for a church 
down there. Bro. Chesnut had plans 
drawn by the engineers, which he had 
submitted to AFAK so that he could 
draw the necessary building mater- 
ials, but he had to pull the letter and 
plans out of channels because the 
Missions Department at Springfield 
wrote that there would be no possi- 
bility of getting the two thousand dol- 
lars necessary for the skilled labor to 
erect the building. 


2. Taygu — An established group 
that have plans for a sanctuary whic 
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will probably always be a dream be- 
cause we will not sacrifice to give 
them a church. They need about two 
thousand dollars to provide the skill- 
ed labor to erect the building from 
the materials that are in the army en- 
gineer dumps, just waiting till the y 
have the finances to put them to use. 


3. Bible School in Seoul — Our 
Bible School could have a large con- 
crete-steel dormitory (it would cost 
us $35,000 to build it, however 
through AFAK $5000 for labor would 
erect it.) However Bro. Chesnut has 
just received a letter from the Mis- 
sions Department informing him that 
it is impossible for them to channel

He has 
a requisition to draw the lumber, but 
cannot draw it because he must have 
the money for the labor before the 
army will deliver the lumber.

What a _ contribution it 
would be to the Kingdom of God if 
something like this happened. 


“This doesn’t mean doing some- 
thing three months from now because 
that will be too late. It means digging 
down in our pockets right now and 
sending off an offering for Korea. 
Designate it to one particular project 
that I have mentioned above. Address 
to Arthur Chesnut, Foreign Missions 
Department and state the particular 
project for which your gift is desig- 
nated.

Her tent 
churches and shivering rags will con- 
trast pitifully with our own gothic 
cathedrals and dress parades. The cry 
of starving orphans, naked and desti- 
tute, must continue to ring in the ears 
of the Christian church. If hope, life 
and immortality are the Good News 
which we proclaim then may God 
grant that the spirit of the early 
church shall catch fire in our hearts 
until sacrifice for the cause of mis- 
sions, particularly the 20 million in 
tragedy struck Korea, will be the 
watch word of our Eleventh Hour 
Evangelism. 


We have the “wood” (message), 
we have the “fire” (Pentecostal en- 
dument), but where is the “Sacrifice” 
(sacrificial giving)?

There the battle that had resulted so 
disastrously for them had been fought. 
The servants of the king of Syria said 
to him, “Their gods are gods of the 
hills; therefore they were stronger 
than we but let us fight against them 
in the plain, and surely we shall be 
stronger than they.” (Kings 20:28). 
So they proceeded to make ample 
preparation for another attempt to 
overthrow the kingdom of Israel of 
which Ahab was the king, and “at 
the return of the year Benhadad num- 
bered the Syrians, and went up to 
Aphek, to fight against Israel.” We 
read that “the children of. Israel 
pitched before them like two little 
flocks of kids; but the Syrians filled 
the country.” What was the outcome? 

We read that a man of God came 
and said to the king of Israel, “Thus 
saith the Lord, Because the Syrians 
have said, the Lord is God of the hills, 
but He is not God of the valleys, 
therefore will I deliver all this great 
multitude into thine hand, and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord.”

Kings 20:28).

demonstrated the fact that He is ever 
present to help those who put their 
trust in Him. Would that this nation, 
as a nation, would actually trust God, 
doing His will and relying upon His 
goodness and His might! It would be 
invulnerable if it would do this. It 
would have no need to fear the atomic 
bombs or the hydrogen bombs that 
Russia has or boasts she has. God 
would put such fear upon Russia that 
she would be afraid to attack us, or, 
if she were to attack us she would be 
crushed as a moth, and America 
would be safe, and would stand up- 
right. In Psalm 20:7,8, we read 
“Some trust in chariots, and some in 
horses: but we will remember the 
name of the Lord, our God. They,”

We all know what weariness is. 
Life has always been more or less 
strenuous, and in these days it seems 
it is more strenuous than it ever was. 
How weary we get sometimes! 
Weariness, if we are not careful, will 
afford the enemy an advantage that 
he will not be slow to avail himself 
of. Read the story of Sisera. He was 
a great general, but as a result of 


great weariness he allowed himself to 


sleep in a place of the greatest dan- 


ger, and he lost his life. “Then He- 
ber’s wife took a nail of the tent, and 
took an hammer in her hand, and 
went softly unto him, and smote the 
nail into his temples, and fastened it 
into the ground: for he was fast asleep 
and weary. So he died.” (Judges 
4:21). 

We who are the children of God 
are pilgrims. We are on a pilgrimage. 
We are traveling through the wilder- 
ness of this world. Our goal is yon- 
der. There are many joys connected 
with the pilgrimage of the saints of 
God, but there are many hardships, 
many difficulties, many trials. God 
has made for us adequate provision. 
We need not fail or faint nor falter 
by the wayside. Concerning God we 
read that He “fainteth not, neither is 
weary,” and that He “giveth power 
to the faint, and to them that have 
no might He increaseth strength.” 
(Isa. 40:28, 29). The promise is to the 
pilgrims, and the fulfilment of it is 
experienced only by those who keep 
their eyes upon the goal and are de- 
termined, with God’s help and in 
spite of all obstacles placed in their 
way by the enemy, to reach their 
destination. 

The 84th Psalm is a psalm for pil- 
grims. I quote verses five to seven: 
“Blessed is the man whose strength 
is in Thee; in whose heart are the 
ways of them, who, passing through 
the valiey of Baca make it a well; the 
rain also filleth the pools. They go 
from strength to strength, every one 
of them in Zion appeareth before 
God.” In the Revised Version the pas- 
sage is rendered thus: “Blessed is the 
man whose strength is in Thee;> in 
whose heart are the highways of Zion. 
Passing through the valley of Weep- 
ing they make it a place of springs; 
yea, the early rain covereth it with 
blessings. They go from strength to 
strength, every one of them appeareth 
before God in Zion.” 

It will be observed that not one of 
the pilgrims fails to reach his destina- 
tion. Not one of those spoken of falls 
by the wayside. Does this mean that 
it is impossible for a pilgrim to fall 
and so fail to reach his destination? 
It means nothing of the kind. The 
pilgrims that are spoken of are the 
pilgrims who persist in their upward 
climb, the pilgrims “in whose hearts 
are the highways to Zion.” and who 
trusting in the Lord and refusing to 
be defeated in their efforts, “go from 
strength to strength,” thus becoming 
stronger as they go, and proving the 
truth of the Scripture which says,

DIGEST OF 


DISTRICT COUNCIL 
ACTIVITIES 


The thirty-sixth annual council of 
the Northern California and Nevada 
District convened at Sacramento, 
February 24 through 26, 1954. The 
roster committee reported 483 voting 
constituents in attendance including 
275 ordained ministers, 96 licentiates, 
8 Christian workers, and 104 dele- 
gates. Also there were 316 registered 
visitors. District Superintendent, W. 
T. Gaston presided over the business 
sessions, and General Superintendent, 
R. M. Riggs was the evening speaker. 

The outcome of the business ses- 
sions of particular interest to Glad 
Tidings readers included the follow- 
ing: 

A resolution was passed providing 
for examining credential applicants 
during the fall season well in advance 
of District council The examining 
committee would include the District 
officers and regional presbyters and 
pastors. 

A resolution was passed providing 
for a two-day regional minister’s in- 
stitute to be conducted in each area 
of our District. 

General presbyters elected were R. 
J. Thurmond and J. L. Gerhart. 

The District Presbytery was dele- 
gated the responsibility of deciding 
whether or not Glad Tidings Bible 
Institute should become a four year 
Bible college. 

A resolution was passed providing 
for the establishment of a District 
owned and operated Bible book store. 

The Council resolved to take steps 
to provide dormitory furnishings f or 
Glad Tidings Bible Institute. Pledges 
were received providing for beds in 
38 rooms. 

The name of the “District Sunday 
School Director” was changed to “Di- 
rector of Christian Education.” 

A committee of two ministers was 
appointed to investigate the possibili- 
ties of the establishment of Christian 
Day Schools in our District. 

Special greetings were extended to 
Brother K. M. Haystead, our Assistant 
Superintendent, and there were sev- 
eral seasons of prayer on his behalf. 

There was a unanimous standing 
vote of appreciation to Pastor Henson 
and his people of Bethel Church for 
their generous hospitality in provid- 
ing for the convention.

They wore 
beads of many colors about the neck 
and head and all of them were carry- 
ing a weapon of some kind. Many had 
pistols, and almost all had a sharp 
butcher knife at their side. We told 
the spirit worshippers about our God, 
but we did not try to persuade them 
at all. It was a job to get any anoint- 
ing to preach to them with all those 
big knives in plain view! Just a few 
years ago these same people were 
headhunters.” 

Elsewhere in his letter, Brother 
Coleman tells of conducting an evan- 
gelistic campaign with the Ernest 
Sjobergs in their new work in the 
town of Angeles. In ten days some 
125 sought the Lord, with thirty to 
fifty responding each night.

“The path of the just is as the shining 
light that shineth more and more un- 
to the perfect day.” Prov. 4:18. 

Milton translated a number of the 
Psalms into English verse, among 
them the 84th Psalm. Here is his ren- 
dering of verses 4-7: 


“Happy who in Thy house reside, 
Where Thee they ever praise! 
Happy whose strength in Thee doth 
bide, 
And in their hearts Thy ways! 
They pass through Baca’s thirsty 
vale, 
That dry and barren ground, 

As through a fruitful watery dale 

where springs and showers 
abound. 

They journey on from strength to 

strength 
With joy and gladsome cheer, 
Till all before our God at length 
In Sion do appear.” 

A very beautiful rendering indeed! 
Milton did this translating in 1648. 
The king James Version had been 
given to the English speaking world 
only a little more than thirty years 
prior to this time. It will be observed 
that Milton had a better understand- 
ing of the original than had the 
translators of the King James Version. 
He saw that the original teaches that 
the highways to Zion are in the 
hearts of the pilgrims who are mak- 
ing the pilgrimage. This truth is 
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and in the stream of 400 letters 
daily there are frequent testimonies 
of conversions, restorations, and 
blessings under the anointed minis- 
try of Brother Ward. 

In January, 1954, our District gave 
a total of $579.44 for this worthy 
effort.

Each day, each hour, 
each moment brings us a bit nearer 
the end of the way. Earth has been 
called a “vale of tears,” but, while 
here, we are often called upon to shed 
tears, and indeed have occasion to 
shed them, the most of the time our 
hearts are rejoicing if we are the true 
children of God, and are living in 
victory.

American churches set a new re- 
cord in building last year. A total of 
$474,000,000 worth of construction 
got under way during the year. 
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The Record Since Repeal 

Drinking among Americans has in- 
creased twelve-fold since the repeal 
of the 18th Amendment, the Metho- 
dist Board of Temperance said in a 
statement last month marking the 
20th Anniversary of the repeal of 
Prohibition. 

Approximately 75 per cent of the 
time and energy of our metropolitan 
police forces are devoted to offenses 
stemming directly from liquor or al- 
coholism,” he said. 

America has 7,000,000 “problem 
drinkers,” the highest crime bill in the 
world, and the highest rate of alco- 
holic consumption, except for France. 


Tobacco Consumption 

American smokers consumed al- 
most twenty billion packs of cigaretts 
and more than six billion cigars dur- 


ing the twelve months ended June 
30, 1953. 


Divorces Increase | 

It is an unfortunate fact that all 
divorce rates have risen rapidly in 
recent years. At the turn of the cen- 
tury, there were 55,751 divorces in 
the United States. By 1920, the num- 
ber rose to 170,000 per year. In the 
depression year of 1932, the figure 
dropped to 164,241, but by 1940 it 
was up to 264,000. The all-time peak 
was reached in 1946, when the nation 
went divorce mad to the tune of 610,- 
000 for the year. That was almost 
four and a half divorces for every 
thousand persons in the United 
States. 


Noonday Meetings 

In a recent edition Collier’s Mag- 
azine reports in an article entitled 
“An hour with God” the activities of 
a group of men in Louisville, Ken- 
tucky. These men not only faithfully 
remember the Lord’s day, but also 
they remember that God doesn’t work 
a one-day week. 

In the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad’s South Louisville shops, 
about 600 of the 3,000 men who work 
there tote their lunch boxes over to 
a central area and spend their lunch 
hour in Christian fellowship and gen- 
uine prayer. Literally, the men “break 
bread with God.” This custom has 
been in practice for some 50 years. 

Our country needs many more of 
these prayer meetings. 


Religious Renaissance 

President Eisenhower's pastor, the 
Rev. Edward Elson of Washington’s ° 
National Presbyterian Church, credit- 
ed the president with leading “one of 
the great periods of religious renais- 
sance in our national history.” He 
said, “There is a fresh naturalness and 
manliness to prayer . . . by his reg- 
ular participation in Christian wor- 
ship, by the maintenance of his per- 
sonal spiritual disciplines and through 
his public utterances, the president is 
pointing America to the way of 
faith .. .” (Christian Digest — 3/54). 


Our Basic Problems 

One scientist put a placard on the 
walls of his laboratory which read: 
“The world has turned from religion 
to science -- and look at it!” Although 
our scientists have approved the 
manufacture of the H-bomb, they 
realize that only as some great moral 
and spiritual force is operative in the 
affairs of men can we have any as- 
surance that we will not exterminate 
the human race; for men are begin- 
ning to realize that our basic prob- 
lems are not economic, social, politi- 
cal, national, or even international — 
our basic problems are moral and 
spiritual.
